There can be no question that if the 
Bulgirian people are allowed to develop 
their country and themselyes—and they 
will do so if they can enjoy the advan- 
tares of a long period of peace and satis- 
factory commercial relations with their 
neighbors near andl far—that the rapt 
progress of this people in every way will 
astonish the warld, and, to say the least, 
dimnbuse the minds of many who now 
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think Bulgaria ina more or less eemi- 
savage state and peopled by a race who 
would: rather fight than not. This de- 
velopment is especiaily trie as regards 
the Bulgarian women, who, bemg pos 
sessors of quick, alert minis, respond 
rapidly to educational advantages, anil | 
ain quite sure that their asters through- 
out the world will have tio reason to be 
ashamed of them,

lam of Servia ‘has played a role in the 
recent past the foll magnitude of whieh 
cannot be reckoned until the etd of tittie. 

Mayhap rt has changed the whole course 

of hinman history ' 

Some years age it was satd of the 
fallan. Pemmeula that it was the “pow- 
der-box” of Europe, andl the events of 
last summer proved the statement true; 
ad then sce one a little later observed 
that af the Balkan Penmsuln were the 
“powder-box,"  Servia was. the “percus- 
Som cup.” 

Haw truly he spoke was not realieed 
at the time, even by the speaker; for 
while men will ever disagree as to the 
deep-seated causes that led to the presorit 
great war, all the world admits that the 
homb-throwing at Serajevo was the “per- 
cussion cap” that detonated the terrific 
forces behind the diplomacy of Europe. 

Time was when the Balkan question 
was unheard of in the chancellories of 
Europe, Up ta the French Revolution 
all that the rest of Europt weemed 19 
think aboat concerning that remem was 
a pradual driving back of the Turk into 
Asta and the possessing of the conquered! 
territory: for im thisse times territory was 
warth to mare than its tace value m that 
strip of the earth. . 

Then Napoleon entered upon the seene 
with his invasion of Egypt and his ulti- 
thate purpose of taking India, and. ini- 
mediately the diplomatic work) renliced 
that the territory which Turkey held im 
Eurepe was trideed the key te Southern 
Asian, both in commerce and froma 
strabegic virw point. 





A GLANCE AT HIStory 
Russia wanted to possess that key, and 
for a iull century tried, both by diplo- 
macy and the mniled fist, to get it, After 
the hantshrnent of Napoleon ta Elba, the 
Conpress Of Vienna was called, and Rus- 
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sia then wanted to get through the Darda- 
nelles; but was denied Again, in 182%, 
Rissa tried to get through, bot was 
checktnated by another conference of the 
Powers, which had decided among them- 
selves that the beat way to keep the key 
to Consiintinople anid the sath of Asia 
out of Russia's hands was to keep it in 
Turkew's possessinn, anil the -Chratiamn 
nations litte wp on the side of the Turk. 
Agaii, in 1854, Russia found a diplo- 
atic situation which seemed to offer her 
a bright prospect; so she delivered ‘an 
wltimatuin ta Turkey, demanding that she 
be allowed to protect the Christians liv. 
ing in Turkish domintons Under the 
advice of England and other Powers, 
Turkey tamed down the Rustiah pro- 
posal, and the Crimean War resulted. 

One of the terms of the treaty that 
ended the Criniean War, in which Eng- 
land, France, Italy, and Turkey were al- 
lice, was that the Mack Sea be declared 
neutral. ‘This agreement was densuncei 
by Kussin at the time of the Franco- 
russian War, history telling. ua that 
Mrussia agreed to hack ap the demuncia- 
ti an-retumn for Russiin mettrality in 
thie German war with France. 

Once again Kussia, indefatipnble tn her 

Irpose, starte | on her quest for an out- 
let to the Mediterranesn, and in riz6 
found herself at the wery gates of Con- 





Sstantiople. Actrenty with the vanquished 


Turks followed, and the prize that Russia 
had.coveted for generations scemed now 
inher grasp. But here again the Powers 
interfered, ati] Russia lost alitioxt every 
Trait of her victory through the combined 
efforts of her Christen brethren. 

The Congress of Derlin was called to 


dispose of Russia's pretenses toward the 


Merliterranean, fur wider het agreenient 
with Turkey she bad been piven practi 
cally complete domination over the Hal- 
kan Feninauka. 

The Congress met and proceeded to 
tinde what Russia had done under the 
treaty of San Stefano, Russia. protester 
bitterly, bat Great Brita and Astra 
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prepared to bring their arnies and mavies 
to hear on the disctission, so Russia finally 
aequivseed; and the territory that Rirsara 
hat wriag from the Turk the Congress 
took over for the purpose of brilding up 
nero Of Balkan States, 


WRAEELS WIThix WILEELS 


Bulgaria was made on autononous 
principality under Turkish suserainty. 
Eastern Rumelin was. to tontinne under 
Turkish role, but was given administra 
hive autonomy, Tosnig-and Herzegovina 
were to be ocewpied and administered hy 
Austria-Hungary, lt the sanjak of Novi- 
hasar was to be under Turkish control, 
with the recognized right of Atistria- 
Hungary to stetion troops and maintain 
roads there. Montenegrin independence 
was proviled for, as wus that of Servia, 
while Rumania’s declaration of indepenc- 
ence was Tecognizecd, 

The result of thie new situation was to 
iiject an entirely new element inte the 
Near Eastern question, Thereafter the 
nations that inl ambitions and counter- 
wubitions, with Constantinople and an 
miuthe in the Mediterranean as their cen- 
ter, had to deal throigh the littl buffer 
Stites of the Balkans, and it has been 
thrgh that relation that Servia has ac- 
quired her prominence in Near Eastern 
nitairs, 

Tt is well here to recall the fact that 
in the basin of the Nish is the Junction 
of the two great valleys that form toduy, 
as they lmve formed from the earliest 
ages, the shortest and most direct road- 
way between Europe ail Asin, 

How the game of Balkan politics has 
been played ti the years that have inter. 
vetted since Servia became a member af 
the family of nations, with all of the mu- 
tial jealousies and fears and) ambitions 
of the nations of Europe exerting their 
full force on the devated litth penmstla, 
constitutes one of the most thrilling tales 
of diplomatic history, and no man_can 
understand the deeper-lying causes of the 
present situation who is. tnaequainited 
with these events, 

Within the Hietime of men yet on the 
tight side of threeseore and ten, all of 
the great Powers have changed allinnces 
irom once to balf:a dozen: times, and 
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historians point out that little Servia at 
one Ome loved Austria as ber savior and 
at another came to hate that country as 
her bitterest frie. | 

In all these mternational alignments: 
am) reahgomerits doubtless every nation 
participating has develaped an excuse 
satisfactory in its own eyes at least that 
ite course was justified because self-pies- 
efvation mequired i! . 


RUSSIA'S POSSETLE OUTLETS 


Russia has had six possible outlets to 
free water—the Haltic Sea, the Block 
Sea, the White Sea, the Vellow Sea, the 
Persian Gulf, and the Adrintic. Yet 
Genrany stood across: her path to the 
Baltic, and thongh Peter the Great burt 
Petrograd with the purpose of bringing 
Ruséin tn contact with the outside world, 
it came to profit his country litthe when 
Cemiany rose to power. Likewise, after 
the slow and painful process of conquer- 
ing the wilderness and the plain, to say 
nothing of the Mongols, Russia found 
her dreams of Dalney and Port Arthur 
rudely shattered by the Japanese, Still 
later, when her aspirations led her toward 
the Persian Galt, and she had fought her 
wiv wetoss the Caneasus and taken the 
Caspian’ Sea, England stepped in and 
said her nay, for that would have been 
an ideal land route to India for a poten- 
tial enemy, | 

King Winter habitually bottles op the 
White Sea outlet for so many months in 
the ¥ear that there is mo promise there; 
while all Europe has for a century sternly 
repressed Russm’s desires toward the 
Dardanelles and the Adrintic. 

And so today it happens that Russia 
is as completely cot off trom the outside 
world as Germany, with only a: treacher- 
ous White Sea outlet and a way out over 
the Trans-Siberian Railroad, and that is 
open oonky during the pleasure of the 
lapanese. Tt is no wonder, then, that 
Russi, landlocked! for three centunes, 
refused an outlet every way she has 
turned, has set her heart on Constantt- 
nople, determined to exhatist every dip 
lomatht resource in getting. possession of 
in outlet ta the Mediterranean.
